Government. 

Asked whether India did not 
recognise French suzeralnty over 
Indo-China. Mr. Nehru— replied 
that the question arose only where 
Indlan interests were concerned. 

Matters relating to Indlan in- 
terests in areas where the French 
Government held sway were re- 
ferred by India to the French 
Government. It was no Kood re- 
ferring to then for other areas 
where they did not have any su- 
thority. 

Askod whether tho govern- 
mont of India had heard from 
the Chineeo Communist Gov- 
ornmant since India's recognl- 
tlon of It fast week, Mr. Nohru 
enld: “We have not had any 
answer yet.” 

The Prime Minister, who made 
all his statements In reply {o cor- 
responients’ questions, described 
Talwan, where the Chinese Na- 
tlonalist . Government had its 
hdadquarters, og ‘n danger point.” 
But he added: “One does not know 
what developments may take 
place. It is a complicated situa- 
tion. I do not menn a danger 
point in the sense of war, or any- 
thing arising there on any big 
acate, but [t ls a matter which 
possibly may cause a great deal 
of friction and tension."—Reuter.
